until recently no authentic infor- 
mation was obtainable. 

Different organizations, such as 
the United States Bureau of Bio- 
logical Survey, American Game 
Protective Association and vari- 
ous chapters of the Izaak Walton 
League, have gone to consider- 
able trouble and expense to esti- 
mate the actual 1088, and even at 
this late day it is impossible to 
say with any accuracy the extent 
of the 108s. though enough infor- 
mation has been obtained to say 
that in many of the fiooded sec- 
tions the game has practically 
been exterminated. 

Ground-nesting birds, rabbits 
and even the muskrat were un- 
able to save themselves in many 
sections. 

The floods came at a very ul- 
fortunate time, as it was during 
the nesting and hatching season, 
and many quail and turkey. be- 
ing unable to make long flights, 
were drowned, while those able 
to reach the levees and railroad 
embankments ran the chance of 
starving or being knocked over 
by refugees sadly in need of food. 
Rabbits were practically extermi- 
nated in all flooded areas. and 
deer suffered to an alarming ex- 
‘ent. 

Indiviad *! sportsmen, game 
wardens, planters and sports- 
men’s organizations did splendid 
work in saving deer and other 
game by scattering food on hig!® 
ground where game had taken 
refuge, and in many vase@ remov- 
ing birds and animals to refuges 
whdre food was to be found. 

T king such estimates as Wwe® 
have, it is safe to say that the 
loss will reach 50 per cent. 

Arkansas, Mississippi and Loul- 
siana have long been the mecca 
for sportsmen from the Eastern 
and Central states, but it will be 
many years before game will be 
restored to the point where it 
will be worth while to make @ 
trip to any of these states.

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\THE BATTLE OF MOTOR’S BILLIONS. 


General Motors has finally gone over the top. With 
net earnings of $129,250,207 for the first half of 1927 
ft has wrested industrial léadership from United 
States Steel, whose net for the same period is $91,- 
025,185. The latter, therefore, yields to its youthful 
contemporary with a $39,000,000 bow, which is some 
bow. 

General Motors’ premiership as a money maker 
is not unexpected. It has for several years been 
driving swiftly to that golden destiny. Neither in 
popular imagination nor in point of fact was United 
States Steel a rival. The race was between Ford and 
General Motors. Steadily Ford's supremacy was in- 
vaded. Into that lowest-priced field dominated by 
Ford Chevrolet made determined entry. Back of 
Chevrolet was a vision which Mr. Ford, for all his 
genius, did not possess. The vision of art in in- 
dustry. The Ford product was solely utilitarian. It 
was the embodiment of ugliness, and seemed to glory 
in it. Chevrolet aspired to beauty, as well as utility. 
Within the limitations of price it achieved it in per- 
suasive measure. With keen understanding of its 
market and human nature, General Motors has per- 
sistently striven for greater Chevrolet beauty. 

Mr. Ford belatedly realized that even a cheap mo- 
tor car must be something other than a means of 
transportation. Some two years ago he took cogni- 
zance of the fact that public taste, or, rather, that 
instinctive universal sense of beauty, could not be 
ignored. He made obeisance to it in changes that 
undoubtedly improved the appearance of his car, but 
which failed quite to confer upon it the distinction 
which Chevrolet had attained. So the one-time ubiq- 
uitous flivver inferior in looks and in performance 
met the inevitable fate of inferiority. 

But Ford is not beaten. He is to meet the chal- 
lenge of Chevrolet with a new car, for which the en- 
tire country is waiting. In the struggle of Titans, 
which Ford and General Motors will presently stage, 
will be much of the dramatic appeal of a personal 
encounter. It would be a drama of classic impact, 
indeed, if General Motors, like Mr. Ford, were identi- 
fied in the public mind as a pictorial personality. 
That is not the case. General Motors is the corpora- 
tion par excellence. It is impersonal efficiency. Jt is 
organization incarnate. Its executives perform their 
miracles at unheralded desks behind closed doors. Its 
official personnel has become a roster xf millionaires 
whose names are unfamiliar to the m&a in the street. 
Its president, Alfred E. Sloane, occasionally gets into 
print, but rarely, if ever, between quotation marks. 
With the passing of Durant, who conceived it and 
who had much of Forda’s flare for publicity, General 
Motors, as regards its individuals, retired from the 
first page and dedicated itself to business supremacy. 

So there are the antagonists—Henry Ford and a 
Colossus of industry which is planning, so rumor 
says, to enlist United States Steel as an ally in this 
war for the dominion of motordom. Only a rash 
prophet would predict the winner. Probably both will 
survive. But whatever the result as between the con- 
tenders, the automobile industry seems destined to be 
revolutionized in the roar and carnage of this battle 
of billions.

HYMEN AND PROF. CUNY. 


Hymen has just received a terrific sock from the 
six-ounce mitt of Ferdinand Cuny, who is recognized 
in France as the defnier cri, not to say the cat’s 
whiskers, in pugilistic training. Ferd knows the way 
of a man in the ring as intimately as his country- 
man, Henri Fabre, knew the way of a spider in the 
web.

How does he explain it? He doesn’t. But all mar- 
ried men will understand, Many a raging bull, after 
a few rounds in the domestic arena, emerges as a 
mere bawling calf. It is a familiar sight in this 
topsy-turvy world to see a gargantuan creature, once 
the terror of the kids on the other side of the rail- 
road track, become docile in the hands of 99 pounds 
of fluff, verve and paprika. Cuny deserves mention 
only because he dares to say openly what every man 
guards as his own private humiliation. 
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Parity is achieved at a disarmament conference 
when each nation agrees to build a navy as strong 
as the other fellow’s. 
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GOV. BAKER’S SOLUTION. 
Gov. Sam Baker, not to be outdone by other bone-’ 
dry pooh-bahs, has his own receipt for making prohi- 
bition prohibit. All that is necessary, he told the 
Conference of Governors at Mackinac Island, is for 
Congress and the State Legislatures to provide pun- 
ishments for the customer of the bootlegger. 

Though we hate to disillusion Gov. Baker, who ap- 
parent y thinks his solution of the enforcement prob- 
lem is something new under the sun, we can’t resist 
the temptation of telling him that one American State 
has already given his proposal a pretty thorough 
trial. This State happens to be Indiana, whose fa- 
mous an’ infamous bone-dry statute, the Wright law, 
penalizes the buyer as well as the seller of anything 
containing more than the Volsteadian degree of kick. 

How it has worked is known to all who have 
watched the news which has come out of Indiana 
since the new law went into effect. It has made 
possible and easy a novel method of framing enemies, 
and made blackmail one of the respectable and well- 
paying professions. It has also made Indiana a 
stench in the nostrils of the republic. 

Now Gov. Baker recommends that other states 
adopt the same provision in order to solve the pesky 
problem of prohibition. Well, before they do 80, 
would it not be a fine thing for them to observe how 
the device has worked in Indiana?

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A SHOWING OF SAFETY.

His plane almost inevitably would 
have gone to pieces in the air and, having no para- 
chute, he would have erashed to his death.

With his engine going to pieces 
and sending a literal shower of pistons, connecting 
rods and miscellaneous motor parts about him, Cham- 
pion waited for the plane itself to disintegrate. His

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A PROBLEM STILL WITH US. 


In discussing flood relief some six weeks ago Mr.

The only assistance planned for them so far be- 
sides relief from the Red Cross is a system of local 
credit funds, which it was originally estimated might 
amount to $7,000,000 for the three states of Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. If this entire amount had 
been made available it would have been far from ade- 
quate, as it represented an average of only $14 for 
each refugee in those states. But no such sum has 
been made available. The loans negotiated so far 
have been negligible—a small number in Arkansas 
and practically none in Louisiana and Mississippi. 
The borrowers cannot give the security that is asked 
when their lands are under water and the rest of 
their property is damaged or destroyed. 

Since these private financial agencies have proved 
unable to cope with the emergency, the only agency 
which can meet it is the Federal Government. It is 
the plain duty of the President and Congress to waste 
no time in planning for the adequate rehabilitatior

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~ BETTING IN MISSOURI.

There is a moral in the discovery that with all 
the action aimed against it in former years, horse 
racing in Missouri, with the necessary corollary of 
betting, are by the mandate of the State Supreme 
Court legal. 

That is, horse racing was never illegal, but betting 
was. Until the development of certificate betting, 
such as the State court rules is not a crime, an evo- 
lution through which betting has had to go every- 
where to bring back horse racing, the sport of Kings 
has been as dead in Missouri as the lamented Caesar. 
Now it is coming back with a rush. There is a 
fever of preparation both here and at Kansas City, 
and long before the next Legislature assembles to re- 
view the scene horse racing will be on again. 

This is because law cannot make crimes of what 
are not crimes. Betting under proper restraint 1s 
not a crime, nor can the law make it one. It is one 
of the chief diversions of life. So fond of it, indeed, 
is humankind that we have related it to life itself, 
to love, to every hazard of human existence. The 
people who like to bet on horse racing have suffered 
torment in Missouri since the abuses of this privi- 
lege ended the sport. They have been forced to zo 
across the river into another State to have their 
fun, if they have not done worse and played the races 
ander cover far from the tracks. They never gave 
ap, and now they have found a way to restore horse 
racing in Missouri. It is the modern way, the lesser 
evil, if evil is made of it. 

What eventual round-abouting, as we are doing in 
this matter, we could save ourselves by admitting the 
moral of this incident! After 20 years horse racing 
fs coming back to the State, just as in the course of 
time drinking under some restraint will become legal 
again. It is not a crime to drink or to bet, but we 
break our backs trying to say so. Humankind, which 
{s very wise in the mass, knows that neither of these 
things Is a crime. It only waits for the wowsers to 


wear themselves out, and then blithely resumes where 
it left off. .

PREJUDICE IN 
From the Survey. 


OT many people are competent to judge 

whether the evidence as to the killing 
warranted a verdict of guilty for Sacco and 
Venizetta. The general public, however, is 
perfectly competent to judge whether, in 
simple decency and ordinary common sense, 
the two men had a fair trial—remembering 
the strident spirit of the mob which ruied 
in those times. A large majority knows— 
and its knowledge is as good as that of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts— 
that the men did not have a fair“trial. The 
elaborate and _ intricate legal machinery 
which enables common crooks to escape by 
excluding everything material, here merely 
acted as a Sluice to let in everything not 
material, to enable a mob to consummate 
a man-hunt. There is perhaps a little rea- 
son to pause and to consider the result. 

In Massachusetts, Cardinal O’Connell 3s 
not safe. He is a Catholic; and anti-Cath- 
olic movements are recurrent in Massa- 
chusetts.

The Dowager Empress Marie Feo- 
dorovna, who lives at Copenhagen, was 
so impressed by Franziska’s explana- 
tions that she had-the Danish Minister 
at Berlin make an investigation, and 
when he was unable to clear’ up the 
mystery she asked Professor Pierre 
Gilliard of Lausanne, who was the 
Czarevitch’s tutor for many years, to 
go to Berlin and see if he could rec- 
ognize her.

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Exiled Chinese Emperor Wants to Visit America

HE Emperor with- 
out an empire, the 
lonely who 
calls himself “Mr. 

Henry Pu Yi,’ but 

who was once 

Manchu Lord 

of Ten Thousand 

Years and 400,-

wants to come to the United States. 

Now a young man of 21, Mr. Henry 
Pu Yi, who was once Emperor of 
China, js tired of war and war lords, 
communist intrigues and imperialistic 
diplomacy. For the past few years, 
with his two wives and his” sadly 
dwindled retinue, he has lived under 
the protection of the Japanese legation 
at Tien-Tsin. ; . 

For long this scholarly young man 
with the face of a prophet and the 
tastes and desires of an Oxford gradu- 
ate has pondered on the problems of 
his country. Having studied under 
the most learned tutors, English and 
Chinese, and having mastered political 
science, philosophy and history, the 
ex-Emperor on the very threshold of a 
world that seems to have no place for 
him has expressed his desire to seek 
in the West the answer to the question 
that has given him much concern: 
What can I do for China? 

In a letter to a friend in this coun- 
try a member of the Emperor’s house- 
hold recently expressed his majesty’s 
desire as follows: 

“The Emperor wants to meet Presi- 
dent Coolidge and ask his advice as to 
what he should do for China.” 

According to friends of the Emperor 
in this country he regards the Presi- 
dent of the United States as a symbol 
of Western genius. 

“An astrologer in 
much confidence 
assures him that 
the visit to 
America would 
bring good luck,”’ 
the court servi- 
tor added, re- 
vealing that the 
young Emperor 
has not entirely 
divorced himself 
from the super- 
stition of ancient 
Ccauzea. “Bis 
Majesty has been 
told he would be 
the first Emper- 
or to set foot in 
the United 
States; that both 
Napoleons 
wished to do so, 
but were disap- 
pointed.” 

On several oc- 
casions in the 
past the Emper- 
or, who was giv- 
en the name of 
Hsauan Tung at 
his accession to 
the throne, has 
expressed a de- 
sire to visit this 
country. On one 
such occasion in 
1926 United 
States Govern- 
ment officials in- 
dicated that 
there would be 
no difficulty as 
to his admission 
should he seek 
to make such a 
Visit. 

In an interview 
with an English 
journalist r e- 
cently he ade 
his own position 
clear as follows:
